prepared by the State Tax Com- 
mission for the next Legislature, on 
the total amount. of tax exempt 


property in Missouri. Of this 
amount, more than $130,000,000 
represents property owned by the 
City of St. Louis. 

This report is being prepared by 
the Tax Commission to provide the 
Legislature with ‘information tobe 
used as @ guide in any tax legisla- 
tion, said Roy Monier, chairman of 
the commission. Compiling of fig- 
urés on tax exempt property in St. 
Louls hag been completed except 
for several smaller items, and work 
is under way on reperts for other 
citie@ and the counties. 

“Presents Serious Problem.” 

“The increasing amount of tax 
exempt property, together with. tax 
exempt bonds and the large amount 
of concealed wealth which escapes 
taxation, presents a serious prob- 
lem for the utility companies, busi- 
ness concerns and individual who 
bear the bulk of ‘the burden of the 
taxes which are paid,’ Monier said. 
“T> 
Commission is assembling all the 
information possible to place it in 
the hands of the Legislature.” 

Estimates also will be presented 
in the report on the amount of 
money, notes and bonds in the 
State, and probably will recom- 
mend legislation to provide more 
efficient and drastic methods of 
ferreting out “hidden wealth” 
which is escaping taxation. 

Classes of Property. 

Property included in the class of 
money, notes and bonds, for assess- 
ment purpOses in Missouri, com- 
prises persona] notes, real estate, 
mortgages, bank .deposits and 
bonds, except such bonds as are tax 
exempt. 


In this connéction Monier pointed 
out that the assessment of money, 
notes, and bonds for all of Missouri 
for 1924 taxes, based on the reports 
of the county and city assessors, 
totaled’ $199,124,380, whereas the 
recent reports of the federal comp- 
troller and state finance commis- 
sioner on national and state bank 
deposits in Missouri show a total 
of $997,087,618 in bank deposits 
alone. 

The assesstnent on money notes 
and bonds in S8t. Louis for 1924 
taxes is $28,858,710. Reports on the 
state and national bank deposits 
there show a total of approxi- 
mately $440,000,000, it was stated. 
The Jackson County assessment on 
money notes and bonds, including 
Kansas City, wae $28,632,410. Bank 
deposits in Kansas City alone total 
3160, 847, 000, the report states.

Although his close associates 
have termed the move “Absurd,” 
it is considered likely he will follow 
his course in previous elections, 
and ignore the filing entirely. Ef- 
forts to ascertain what interests 
were behind the Ford boom have 
been fruitiess. The petitions filed 
today were brought; to the Secre- 
tary of State’s office by Peter 
Fagan, secretary of the Public Util- 
ities Commission. He declined to 
throw any light on the movement. 
His chief, Wiliam W. Potter, 
chairman of the commission, is a 
candidate for .the Republican 
gubernatorial nomination. 

The projection of Henry Ford's 
name.into the senatorial lists fur- 
ther complicates an already muddy 
situation. It will bring him in 
opposition to his. former business 
associate, Senator James Couzens, 
who also qualified for a place on 
the Republican senatorial ballot. 
Besides Couzens and. Ford, three 
other candidates qualified—-Federal. 
Judge Arthur J. Tuttle of Detroit, 
Hal H. Smith, Detroit attorney, and 
Daniel W. Tussing of Lansing, said 
to have the support of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

The Democratic candidate for the 
senatorial nomination, Dean Morti- 
mer E. Cooley, of the Whiversity 
of Michigan, will go into the pri- 
mary unopposed.

If Ice Is Not 


U. S. World Flyers Face 
750-Mile Nonstop Flight | 


Cleared Soon 


May Be Compelled to Fly From Iceland to 
Southern End of Greenland to Continue 
Globe Girdling. 


_By LIEUT. R. J. BROWN JR., 
Chairman World Flight Committee. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. ,9.— When 
the world flyers had reached 
Scapa Flow, they again found 
themselves surrounded by condi- 
tions which reminded them of their 
experiences in passing up the 
Alaskan coast from Seattle before 
the Pacific. For 
two days heavy blankets of fog ob- 
secured the ocean and it was impos- 
sible for them to make the rapid 


flight to Iceland that they had an- 
ticipated. 

On Saturday, Aug. 2, all of the 
ships guarding the path which 
would be taken by the world fly- 
ers from Kirkwall to Iceland re- 
ported excellent flying conditions 
and Lieut. Smith and his comrades 
made really for the 550-mile dash 
across the stormy North Atlantic. 
Lieuts. Wade and Nelson had no 
difficulty in getting off the water, 
but Lieut. Smith, og account of his 
heavily loaded ship had some 
trouble, though he succeeded after 
several trials in getting into the 
air. 

The three airplanes had traveled 
scarcely more than 25 miles before 
they ran into heavy banks of fog 
which had rolied in from the sea, 
making it impossible for them to 
see each other. 

Lieuts. Smith and Wade, think- 
ing this condition a general one, 
turned their ships about and head- 
ed back to their base on Scapa 
Fliow. Lieut. Nelson. in the absence 
of a signal from Smith, continued 
through the fog, relying upon his 
compass and hoping that he would 
soon fly out of it, which fortunate- 
ly he was able to do, the condition, 
as it chancea, being only local and 
lasting 20 minutes. After he had 
succeeded in clearing the fog he 
looked around for his companions, 
thinking they had either preced- 
ed him or were following him, s0 
he continued his course to Ice- 
land, 

Picks Up Destroyer. 

While half way between the Ork- 
neys and the Faroes, Nelson picked 
up the déstroyer Billingsley and by 
this! time, much concerned about 
Wade and Smith, he decided’to con- 
firm his conviction that they had 
to return to Scapa Flow. He ac- 
cordingly dropped a message on 
the deck of the Billingsley, ask- 
ing her to blow her whistle if the 
other ships had not passed. On re- 
ceiving one blast from the whistle 
of the destroyer, Nelson continued 
on his way to Hofn Hornafjord, 
Iceland, where he landed after 
about seven and one-half hours 
in the air. It is particularly sig- 
nificant that Nelson, a Scandina- 
vian American should bring to this 
land of the Vikings their first visi- 
tation of aircraft. 

While Nelson waited in the little 
harbor of Hofn Hornafjord, Wade 
and Smith, disconsolate over their 
failure to fly to Iceland, prepared 
to make the jump the next day. 

On Saturday Aug. 3, the Chicago 
and the Boston took off for Ice- 
land. When about 130 miles north 
of Kirkwall, Lieut. Smith, the flight 
commander, circled over him in an 
endeavor to find out what the 
trouble was and after a series of 
signals learned from Wade that his 
motor was permanently disabled 
and that without help it would be 
impossible for hym to proceed. 

In Four Hours. 

Smith started in the direction of 
Thorshavn in the Faroe Islands, 
where he intended to land and pre- 
vail upon vessels in that harbor to 
go to the assistance of Wade, and 
further to communicate the news 


the United States navy, which were 
patrolling these waters. Before ar- 
riving at Thorshavn, however, he, 
sighted the Billingsley, and after 
communicating to her Wade's exact 
location and seeing her start to his 
rescue, he continued to Iceland be- 

fore his fuel became exhausted. 
When the Billingsiey learned of 
Wade's dilemma the news was 
broadcast to all the vessels In that 
vicinity. After drifting in a rough 
sea for four hours the world cruis- 
er Boston was first sighted by an 
English trawler, which immediately 
The Bil- 


' been 
reported. A very slight sh was 


felt in Tokio at the same hour. 


of Wade's plight to the vessels of| 


trawler and relieved the British 
ship of its charge. 

A high sea was running at this 
time and while it was impossibie 
to haul the Boston aboard the de- 
stroyer, a tow-line was rigged and 
the destroyer started towing the 
airplane to the Faroe Islands, 
where it has hoped she could be 
repaired in order that she could 
rejoin the flight. 

Wade's Hopes Dashed. 

The cruiser Richmond soon 
joined the Billingsley and due to the 
heavy swells did not dare take the 
Boston aboard for fear of totally 
demolishing her. It was, therefore, 
decided to attempt to tow her into 
the Faroe Islands. The stanch 
world cruiser withstood the batter- 
ing of the huge swells of the North 
Atlantic for more than eight hours 
and only succumbed and sank 
when within six miles of a harbor 
in the Faroes and with her the 
hopes of Wade and Ogden for con- 
tinuing their gallant flight across 
the Atlantic. Wade faces this cul- 
minating misfortune with the same 
quiet courage and fortitude with 
which he has confronted, the 
20,000 miles of his trials and hard-} 
ships which have gone before. It 
ig particularly unfortunate that 
with success so nearly at hand, 
such an accident which -could jn 
no way have been foreseen or have 
been guarded against, should have 
dashed the hopes of Lieut. Wade. 

The War Department {is unwill- 
ing that this officer should be pre- 
vented from completing the flight 
as a result of conditiona over which 
he had no control and is arranging 
to have an airplane identically like 
the Boston meet him at. Nictou, 
Nova Scotia, where he will rejoin 
his companions and continue with 
them to Seattle, the terminus of 
the round-the-world flight, 


Held Up by Ice Conditions. 
Ideut. George McDonald and 
Lieut. Victor Bertrandias are fly- 


ing the world cruiser Boston II 
from Langley field, Hampton, Va., 
to Pictou, Nova Scotia, where she 
will be turned over to Lieuts. Wade 
and Ogden. These officers are 
now on board the cruiser Rich- 
mond, which will arrive at Pictou 
at the same time that Lieuts. Smith 
and Nelson will land with the 
world cruisers Chicago and New 
Orleans. 

Lieuts, Smith and Nelson are 
now in Reykjavik, Iceland, the 
capita after a flight of four hours 
and /50 minutes against heavy 
winds from Hofn Hornafjord. They 
are awaiting reports of favorable 
ice conditions in the harbor of Ang- 
magsalik before beginning their 
trip to Greenland. 

The Gertrude Rask, the supply 
ship, which has been sent to Ang- 
magsalik with the round-the-world 
supplies, has been trying to plerce 
the ice belt which lays off that 
harbor. The supply ship has been 
unable to get within more than 10 
miles of the harbor for the last 
three days on account of the heavy 
ice which blocks its passage. If 
this condition its not improved 
within a few days the plan to land 
in Angmagsalik will have to be 
abandoned and it may be necessary 
to fly the entire distance of 750 
miles from Reykjavik to the south- 
ern end of Greenland without siop- 
ping.

“Let me remind you that the law 
was first passed by a Republican 
Congress.” The labor leader relates 
again his version of negotiations 
which prevented the war-time rail- 
way strike and again denies that 
Davis or the Supreem Court earned 
the credit. 

Gompers’ letter... 
Gompers continued, in part: N 
“It was a Republican Congress, 

with Abraham Lincoln as Presi- 
dent, that abolished human slavery 
jn America. If the reasoning em- 
ployed in your letter were to be 
followed, it would logically ensue 
that labor and the people genefally 
must for all time follow the Re- 
publican party—the party of Cool- 
idge afid Dawes—a party which 
has shown itself to be composed of 
and tied up. with the sordid inter- 
ests of the mighty few. 

“That the Democratic party, 
with the martyred Wilson at its 
head, enacted into law a fair con- 
cept of human relations and hu- 
man freedom can no more bind us 
forever to that organization than 
the emancipation proclamation 
could bind us forever to the Re- 
publican party. 

“But the Democratic party re- 
cently held ita national convention 
for the purpose of declaring the 
principles upon which it now 
stands.

I 
am told that our course has by far 
the largest attedance of any 
course of its kind, but there are

Former Federal Judge Puts 
End to Talk of His Be- 


coming Independent Can- 
didate for Governor. 


' Friends of former Federal Judge 
Henry 8. Priest of St. Louls yes- 
terday decided to drop all efforts 
to persuade_Priest to run for Gov- 
ernor of Missouri as an indepen- 
dent candidate after a radiogram 
from him had been received by as- 
sociates saying that “I have done 
my full duty and must decline fur- 
ther political participation.” Priest 
is aboard the steamship Aquitania, 
bound for Europe. 

Priest, though falling far short 
of nomination in the Democratic 
gubernatorial primary Tuesday, 
polled a surprisingly large vote, 
considering his lone fight without 
organization support. This vote 
was taken as indorsement of his 
program of opposition to the Ku 
Klux Klan and prohibition and 
his plea for rescue of the rights 
oad States and individuals from the 
increasing encroachment of Fed- 
eral bureaucracy. Colorless atti- 
tude of Dr. Arthur W. Nelson of 
Bunceton, Democrat, and Sam A. 
Baker of Jefferson City, Republi- 
can, the gubernatorial nominees, 
toward these issues, was thought to 
provide an ideal opening for an 
independent race by Priest. 

Priest, however, has decided 
negatively, and so far as hig friends 
go that is the last word. A little 
group of his intimates met in his 
office yesterday and decided not to 
press him further. 

It is known Priest had little hope 
of nomination when he entered the 
Democratic primary. Presence in 
that race, however, gave him ac- 
aoe to andiences to which to 
'preach his doctrine of opposition 
to “the march of Federal empire,” 
a doctrine which he insisted must 
be presented in this campaign. He 
offered in the beginning to stay 
out of the race if one of the other 
candidates would take such a stand. 
and tried ineffectually to get first 
one, then another to accept his 
view. Finally he undertook to “‘do 
the job myself.”

FREQUENT CAUSES OF 
TROUBLE OUTLINED, 


When 
Test Your Fixed Condensers 
for a “Short.” 


A leading radio company recent- 
ly set out to determine the chief 
reason sfor some receiving sets not 
working properly. This company, 
which is one of the largest manu- 
facturers of amplifying transform- 
ers, opened in connection with each 
of its sales offices in various parts 
of the country, a service station, 
where free, expert assistance was 
given in locating troubles which de- 
veloped in sets made with their 
parts. 

This manufacturer developed a 
four-tube reflex hookup which 
spread over the country like wild- 
fire. As nearly as can be estimated, 
about 80,000 novices have made up 
this set. For a beginner to make a 
four-tube reflex set is apparently 
quite an undertaking, but the uni- 
formly successful results speak vol- 
umes for the mecnanical ability 
and resourcefulness of the average 
man who never thought before that 
he had any ingenuity along such 
lines. 

It was to help the vretatively 
small number of persons who ex- 
perienced difficulty at some gtage 
of completing a set, or to locate 
the cause of any trouble develop- 
ing subsequently, that this manu- 
facturer of parts advertised that 
free service would be given at each 
of its sales offices. 


The outstanding result of the ex- 
periment has been to reveal that 
the troubles are not found in the 
large units of sets like transform- 
ers and variable condensers, but 
usually the difficulties discovered 
were traceable to short circuited 
fixed condensers, caused by the 
set-builder using an extremely hot 
soldering iron when soldering con- 
nectiong to the condenser. This 
was the commonest source of trou- 
ble. Next to it, was using tubes 
which would light but could not 
amplify; these defective tubes 
when tested were found not giving 
any electron emission. 

Another source of trouble was 
caused by taking liberties with 
the circuit itself and incorporating 
some of the builder’s own ideas. 

So-called fixed crystal detec- 
tors were another cause of diffi- 
culty. This idea sounded good to 
the novice, but often the detector 
was fixed orf a spot where good 
results could not possibly have 
been obtained. 

Not infrequently, trouble is ex- 


perienced through using discard-_| 


ed parts from other sets in making 
a new one; many times these old 
parts were smeared with solder or 
dirt which made them unsultable 
for further use.

HE libretto of “Carmen” is an 
T outstanding instance of what

The 
exploit achieved by Halevy and 
Meilhac may be appreciated by a 
glance at the story as related by 
Merimee. 

A French achaeologist, explor- 
ing Caesar's battlefield of Munda, 
in Spain, encounters a stranger in 
whom he discovers an infamous 
bandit, known as Jose Navarro. He 
is a young man of medium height 
and robust aspect, with a proud, 
acornful expression reminding one 
of Milton's Satan. He is fair of 
hair and blue of eye—for he is 
and therefore a Cel}. 
(Actresses who represent Miczela 
as a blond are therefore cyvtrect, 
as she was also a Basque, and the 
libretto mentions her golden hair). 

The archaeoloist, by warning the 
highwayman, enables him to es- 
cape from a party of lancers. A 
few days later, itn Cordova, the 
explorer is robbed of his watch by 
a «ypsy girl, known as La Car- 
mencita. She is described as be- 


ing poorly clad in black, with a 
skin of copper nue, hair blue- 
black, like a crow's wing, and 
oblique but beautiful eyes, with an 
expression at once voluptuous and 
fierce. The Spanish saying, “A 
gypsy'’s eye is a wolf's eye,” Is 
quoted. Carmen is of small stat- 
ure, but well moulded.

The Varying Sounds of Cannon 


It had been noticed in the war, when there 
was no time to attend to it, that great ex- 
@losions were heard at very irregular dis-

bardments and mine explosions were often in- 
audible 10 miles away, but further off, even 
as far as inland England, quite plainly heard. 
*This phenomenon led to the theory of zones 
“of silence which interrupt the sound waves 
like dead spots in the air, and it is possible

All Is Ready for the Test 


The announcement of this making of the 
biggest noise ever heard half frightened the 
Whole French middle class, and the Paris pa- 
pers sent down a squad of reporters to wit- 
Less it in this out of the way spot.

Doubtiess, uncertain of the effects of such a 
quantity of melinite, the organizers had ex- 
aggerated their precautions and placed it too 
near the surface of the ground.

This was Fifils, the 
property of M. Durand, cafe keeper, 107 Rue 
Didot, Paris. After the explosion, when the 
foul smoke had blown away and the pebbles 
had ceased to fall, the newspaper men rushed 
to examine the hole and the victims. Two 
guineas pigs were dead, either killed by a fall- 
ing stone, or, as some still protest, by a vul- 


ture that had swooped on them just: before 
the switch was turned on, with dire results 
to itself; all the dogs were safe and wagging 
their tails unreproachfully. All but Fifils, 
who had broken his tether and was rushing 
straight before him in the distance over the 
plain, in a panic of terror. 

Naturally, next morning, Paris, reassured 
nbout its windows, talked only about :Fifils. 
The escape of Fifils began an antivivisection 
campaign, a pro-dog campaign, and in the Na- 
tionalist newspapers, still smarting under their 
recent defeat at the elections, a lively anti- 
Richet campaign. 

Next appeared the Durands, husband and 
wife, delighted at the free publicity and at 
the news of Fifil’s escape, but sad at the 
thought of his wild careering over the desolate 
P'ateau of Millevaches. They strongly pro- 
tested that the dog had been stolen. Encour- 
aged by the Matin, they talked of prosecuting 
Richet for theft. All the accounts of the dog 
pound were examined, all’ the details of the 
dreary fate of lost dogs in Paris were revealed. 
The campaign grew. One reporter unearthed 
a receipt for 90 dogs, at 3 cents apiece, given 
by Richet to the pound master. The Gov- 
ernment was inundated with telegrams and 
resolutions. Poincare, himself a rumored anti- 
vivisectionist, forbade further use of dog

Millionaire DuPont Builds Hospital

In Memory of Chauffeur Who Inspired Hi m

WILMINGTON, Del., Aug. 9- 

HE esteem in which a rich man held his 
TT enastteur is expressed in an $800,000 

memorial hospital, erected in West Ches- 
ter, Pa., by Piesre S. du Pont, Wilmington 
powder magnate, 
Lewes A. Mason, for more than five years 
his employe, and the man who, according to 
the millionaire, “inspired great visions of 
service.”’ 

Mason, a comparatively poor boy, gifted 
with the remarkable quality of being loved 
and admired by all, died in 1918 of influenza, 
in the home of Mr. and Mrs. du Pont, at 
Longwood, Pa. Mr. du Pont, one of the Na- 
tion’s wealthiest men, surrounded with all 
luxuries and hosts of admirers, 4 man among 
men, in himself, chose this man’s life as the 
basis upon which to erect a monument to aid 
in the preservation of a similar vitality which 
catried away the life young Mason gave in 
bis service.

He received remarkable 
treatment and carried this information to Mr. 
du Pont. Again, a year or so later, he fell ill, 
and again he told the millionaire how well the 
authorities administered to his sufferings.

In October, 1918, the young 
chauffeur died and within two or three days 
Mr. du Pont asked for an interview with a 
member of the staff, at which time he made 
known his desire to bear the whole expense 
of the proposed addition.

“What's the matter?” inquired one of the Amer- 
ican women, in the native tongue.

Miss Cooper arose from her easel, Miss Rose 
arose, too, and laid down her memorandum book, 
Mrs. Van-Tee likewise arose, dropping the thrilling 
new novel she was reading.

EAVING partisan polities aside, let us discuss 
hair, using as a timely exemplar in hirsut- 
ial mutations the most spectacular of ail 
politicians now before the American pub- 
lie. That person is Senator Robert Ma- 
rion La Follette of Wisconsin, indepen- 
dent, or “third party” candidate for Pres- 

ident of the. United States. Without disclosing 
whether he is for Coolidge, Davis or La Follette, the 
writer proposes to point out the importance of hair 
politics. 

Thorough study of Senator La Follette’s career has 
shown us that hair has been always one of his strong 
points. His first published picture, taken when he 
sat on his mother’s lap as a child of about 3 years, 
presents the future insurgent statesman as a boy with 
an uncommonly heavy head of hair. There is a 
thick, roachy uprearing at the middle of the hair 
space, indubitably the percursor of the Gibraltared 
pompadour which Uncle Sam's country has known 
and admired these 40 years or more. 

Another early photograph, made when Bobby was 
% years old, exhibits this reach grown much more 
‘oachy, almost as prominent on top of his head 
as the old-time Psyche knot used to be at the back 
ef the head of your esteemed Aunt Sally. let us 
suggest. The peompadour was molding siowly into 
form. taking on by degrees its permanent pattern of 
the Rock of Gibraltar, the bulwark of twentieth-cen- 
‘ury political radicalism in America. 

But. hold! Let us gaze upon the future Senator 
and presidential candidate when he was about 23 
vears old and junior in the University of Wisconsin. 
tiere we observe that the roach bas disappeared, 
the hair being combed down close to the scalp— 
as close as a fine, thick head of hair couid be 
eombed. It looks a little wavy, but there is no sug- 
cestion of pompadourability. Alas! hath Gibraltar, 
then. melted quite away? But. as if to compensate 
for the combing down of the future-great roach, we 
find at this period that Robert has grown a mous- 
tache. It is not, to be sure. a monumental mous- 
tache, but it is sufficiently visible. 

That was back about 1878, when the Civil War 
whiskers were beginning to cap‘tulate ‘o the hirsute 
apper lip, and the shaven cheeks and chin. The 
moustache was in the ascendancy then. It continued 
to ascend for perhaps 25 years, when the descent be- 
can.

July 11 was devoted to 
setting up tents, arrang- 
ing supplies and recon- 
noitering Mt. Geikie. On 
July 12 a training and 
“get together” trip was 
undertaken up Mt. Barbi- 
can. Crossing the shale 
slopes of the south face 
from east to west and 
close under more or less 
high cliffs a well marked 
col on the southwest arete 
was reached in five hours, 
a further three and one- 
half hours sufficing to 
land the party on the 
summit. 


The southwest arete 
was followed without dif- 
ficulty to an eight-foot 
cap. the crossing of which 
required the use of the 
rope. Soon after, the 
summit buttress was 
reached and as the south- 
west arete now became 
very steep and smooth the 


south face was traversed 
east in an ascending line 
to a point which gave 
easy access to the summit. The rope was not used 
after the gap above referred to, although the party 
included Mr. Slark. who had never before attempted 
a climb.

They pulled 
up close to me and I grabbed the old tub of a boat 
and it promptly sank.

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N THE morning of May 25. 1901, the 
town of Mineral Point, Wis.. was stag- 
gered by the.intelligemce that the First 
National Bank, its greatest money in- 
stitution, had been leoted. A vault of 
supposed’ invulnerability had been en- 
tered easily and a burgilar-proof safe 
wrecked. While the sum taken was exactly $25,- 
290, all in gold, rumor based on gossip and news- 
paper imaccuracies ran this figure up to anywhere 
between $50.600 and $100.000. The marauders ap-~ 
parently had escaped with the loot cleanly, leaving 
ae ae ee 

Phil Allen Jr. was cashier of the bank. Its vice 
president was C. W. MecIlihon. I mention their 
names because they, by their steadfast faith in what 
I did throughout this investigation, the backing they 
gave me, and the manner in which they stood be- 
hind my endeavors, assisted most materially in 
my work on this case. 

At the time of this rebbery I was in New York 
City, attending the convention of the National Chiefs 
of Police Association. At 6:30 in the morning of 
the robbery the bank wired my people, the Fidelity 
and Casualty Co., and at 8 o'clock that morning I 
was on my way to Mineral Point. When I reached 
there I got im immediate touch with the two offi- 
cials named, as well as with the civil autiorities— 
Joseph J. Fiedler, Prosecuting Attorney; City Mar- 
shal Charles Oveitz and Deputy Sheriff Charlies Tir- 
rell Many detectives came into the case. The the- 
ories advanced ran the gamut of thought. But the 
majority were convinced this job had been done by 
a gang of at least four men. 

The bank was in a somewhat low structure. The 
fromt of the building had a mansard-roof effect, 
which gave it the appearance of a two-story place.

All doors and windows were barred securely. and 
the bank had adopted every artifice to frustrate 
robbery. The safe, a supposed burglar-proof article, 
was placed imside a brick and cement vault. itself 
believed te be absolutely theft proof. and the steel 
doers were secured by a time lock. The bank had 
further fortified itself agaimst toss by carrying an 
imsurance of $20,000. Entrance had been made by 
way of the roof, the only unprotected part of the 
building. 

It oecurred to me at once that this was a one-man 
job, and that the culprit was a man of consummate 
cunning. This belief was shared in by Mr. ‘ 
MeIihon. It was evident that the thief had 
gained a thorough knowledge of the interior 
of the bank. He had determined that it was 
useless to enter the place outside the vault, 
because he would have te tunnel into the 
money place from inside the bank.

The expert showed 
that someone familiar with the old cOmbinatiorm had 
opened the safe, and then, taking off the lock cover 
inside the safe door, he had altered the combination, 
screwed back the cover, locked the door on the new 
numbers and departed with the money obtained. 

The druggist told the police that he, the young 
man and the latter’s father were the only three who 
knew the old combination. The father was above 
suspicion. The son was arrested and in a spirit of 
bravado’ confessed. He had hidden about half the 
stolen’ money: in a jelly jar at his sister’s house, 
where it was recovered. He had changed the lock im 
the belief that the safe could not be opened unless 
an explosive was used or the doors ruined, and he 
thought this would not be resorted to for so small 
a sum as he obtained, and thus the discovery of the 
robbery would be impossible. His family came to 
his rescue and saved him from prison, but he spent 
one year in a reformatory. 

Having learned this, I went to work on him in 
earnest. But for days I might as well have talked 
to a deaf and dumb man. He was a combination of 
cunning and stupidity. He was sullen, furtive, de- 
fiant, all at once. 

It was certain to us that he had gained the roof 
of the bank frequently by means of a ladder. We 
could find no ladder, in close proximity to the bank, 
which he could have used repeatedly without chance 
of detection. So I began my work of digging under 
him at Millard’s house, where he roomed. 

After a time I found the stump of a sapling, 
among other small trees, near the Millard home. 
It had been sawed off, Gurefully, close to the ground. 
This was a clew. Ordinarily a hatchet would be 
used to cut down such a tree. We hunted hard and 
were rewarded by finding, hidden in shrubbery not 
far from_the bank and toward Millard’s house, a 
“Jacob's ladder.” It was made of this sapling and 
strips of wood taken from binders of shingles.

That it was made at Millard’s place, or near it, 
was shown by our finding a saw in Millard’s col- 
lection, an unused saw, clogged with sap.

In Winter’s suitcase, in his room, we found some 
revolver cartridges of heavy caliber and two bandan- 
na handkerchiefs, among other articles.

The result of ali this is that he who 
knows what he is buying can pick up 
some remarkable bargains at the flea 
market. A friend recently purchased a 
Louis XIII chair for $4 and later sold it 
for $5000. Just a few days ago an 
original Rembrant drawing worth 1060,- 
000 francs was purchased at the flea 
market for 4 francs. The purchaser bar- 
gained the dealer down from 5 francs’ 
Don’t rush over here on the strength of 
these stories. however, and expect to 
make your fortune. But anyone with a 
little money to invest could most profit- 
ably pick up a few things at the flea 
market and feel confident of disposing 
of them in New York for at least six 
times their cost. 

’ There is nothing one can not pick up 

secondhand at the flea market. Whether 
it be a secondhand tooth brush or a 
secondhand tuxedo, you can find it if 
you look long enough. A couple of 
weeks ago one dealer had spread his 
wares out on an old sheet to the side of 
the road. He had a particularly use- 
less set of junk, old scraps of iron, a 
witch without hands, a tea kettle with 
a hole in the bottom, a chair with one 
leg missing. In the middle of all this 
stood a cocktail shaker, apparently 
brand-new. Several French people ex- 
amined it. 

“What does one use this for?’ the 
dealer was asked numerous times. He 
shrugged his shoulders. 

“To put things in," was the unsatis- 
factory reply. 

Along came an American and inme- 
diately the shaker caught his eye. He 
examined it. There was no doubt, it 
was brand-new. On the bottom was 
stamped the name of a firm and the ad- 
dress “Brooklyn, N. YY." After a little 
bargaining, he purchased it for 14 
cents. The price in America is between 
$1.25 and $1.50! Which proves that 
utility is the measure of value. Un- 
doubtedly the dealer was delighted to 
get rid of something that in his eves 
was perfectly useless. 

The flea market is held every week 
from Saturday noon to Monday noon in 
some vacant lots just outside the city. 
Sunday morning is the big time. Little 
hooths spring up Saturday night, great 
uigh-wheeled carts bring the junk—for 
that is what most of it is—and it is 
spread out on tables or just simply laid 
on the ground. Peculiar shaped jugs, 
ol4 broaches, little perfume bottles 
without tops. Russian samovers, lie 
alongside warped bicycle wheels, odd 
scraps of iron, dirty pieces of cloth. 
One can fairly see the fleas jumping 
around. 

When you have bought all that you 
can carry, you make a final purchase 
of a box of strong disinfectant and 
start home. The rest of the day is 
spent in scrubbing the things you have 
bought. If you survive without adding 
a couple of new fleas to your perma- 
nent collection, you are indeed lucky. 


At the Flea Market:

In the spring comes the Foire aux 
Farrailles, or the iron market. This 
market lasts two or three weeks only, 
and is somewhat similar to the flea 
market, except that the quality of the 
junk is alittle higher. The fair ex- 
tends for blocks, and it takes hours to 
walk through it, without stopping to 
examine here and there. Delicate silver 
sets, beautiful Japanese vases, old 
carved beds, swords, canes, perfume 
bottles of rare design, all can be had 
for a song. The writer once found a 
silver breakfast set of exquisite pattern, 
with his own initials engraved on each 
piece, and the price was about $3.50! 

Get up early some morning and go to 
Les Halles, the produce market of 
Paris. At 4 o'clock in the morning it 
is the busiest place in the city. Great 
carts of vegetables, like moving foot- 
hills, bump down the little side streets 
to have their loads deposited on long, 
low tables, or simply on the cement 
floor. Whole cows are hung up on big 
hooks, pigs, sheep, rabbits, fowl. But 
the real glory of Les Halles is the flow- 
ers! Thousands, millions of spots of 
vivid color in the early morning light. 
Rather than spots, one should’ say 
banks of color, godlike gestures in 
bright blues, reds, yellows, with here 
and there an emerald setting of vegeta- 
bles or ferns. The sweet odor fairly 
chokes the nose. 


It is at 5 o’clock that the market offi- 
cially opens and no one is allowed to 
sell before a given signal. You wait 
patiently for the whistle, and when it 
blows you hasten to buy a morning 
bottonhole. 

Occasionally in the French newspa- 
pers one sees a three-iine notice: “One, 
named Mme. Jeanne Lemont, aged 43, 
having no fixed address, found dead at 
Les Halles yesterday. The body was 
carried to the public morgue.” What 
pathos in the expression, “having no 
fixed address!"" How life must have 
cheated her! The notice never says, 
but it is always understood that she 
died of hunger or exposure. The ages 
vary betwetn 40 and 50, and it is very 
rarely a man. Who are these women 
and why do they always die at Les 
Halles? Go to the market before 4 
o'clock and you will see those who have 
not yet reached the end of this life, 
curled up on the damp cement, trying 
to pass a few hours in forgetful sleep. 
As soon as the first wagon arrives they 
are up and around. They are the 
scavengers of the market. As the 
wagons come up, little pieces of veg- 
etable, or a flower or two, or even a 
little scrap of meat, falis to the ground. 
Immediately it is pounced upon by one 
of these women, hastily tucked into a 
voluminous skirt pocket or under a 
shawl. As soon as the market opens 
efficially, you will see these women 
spreading out a sheet of paper on the 
ground, and on it placing all the glean- 
ings of the morning, half dozen flow- 
ers, a cabbage, a bunch of water-cress, 
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a half a kilo of potatoes. She sells these 
things at about half their market price, 
to entice people to buy from her instead 
of from the regular booths. But woe is 
she if an agent comes along. Such 
scavenging is strictly forbidden by the 
police, although everyone knows that it 
goes on. If the policeman is kind, he 
will tell her to move on, and she gath- 
ers up her gleanings and runs. If he 
is more severe, he may make her run 
without her gleanings, but a Paris 
agent rarely finds it in his heart to be 
severe. 

Les Halles aux Vins is also an inter- 
esting market. It is the wine market 
of Paris, and from it come all the 
thousands of bottles of wine that are 
consumed daily in the city. As in Les 
Halles one can only buy in quantity. a 
ease of wine at a time, for instance, 
and the prices run as low as 3 cents 
a quart for fairly good Bordeaux. 
Great barrels are piled in all directions, 
like rows of sleeping giants. Here and 
there are black openings in the ground 
and dimly one discerns inside thou- 
sands upon thousands of bottler. These 
subterranean passages are the cellars 
where the wine is allowed to age. to be 
sold 10 years hence at very high prices. 

In little booths merchants extol the 
quality of their wine, urging everyons 
to try a small glass. 

“It is the best wine in Paris, Mon- 
sieur, the wine that any King would be 
proud to drink. And it is so cheap, so 
cheap! Come, Monsieur, try a little. It 
will cost you nothing. I can see that 
you are a great judge of wines: you 
know a good product when you see it. 

“TI wiil tell you a secret. This wine 
should really sell for 10 franes a bottle, 
but I got it, just by chance, from a 
wine-grower who was selling out his 
vineyards." Then abruptly he forgets 
you while you hesitate, and turns to a 
new prospect. He will not remember 
you again, either, unless you pull some 
money from your pocket. You did not 
think he was noticing, but he immedi- 
ately returns to your side. 

“TI could not be disappointed in Mone 
sieur’s taste. You will never regre€ 
this moment. Never! You will take 
two cases?”’ 

But of all the markets, the most 
amusing is the ham market, Le Foire 
aux Jambons. In no other place in the 
world are gathered together so many 
different varieties of pork. There are 
sausages made up in squares, in balls, 
in long loaves, in stars, in half moons, 
in strings 30 feet long, and in colors 
varying from bright crimson to a dull 
blue-biack. To get in the middle of 
this market, is to be lost in a world 
made of sausage, «everything looks like 
sausage whether it is or not. The ven- 
dors seem to resemble sausages in 
shape and texture, sausager that yell at 
you continually, urging you to buy, 
buy. buy.

The south ridge offers no hope of success; the 
southwest face presents the firmer rock, but is very 
steep and is likely to offer considerable difficulties 
to the climber; the south-southeast face is cut by a 
deep and not excessively steep snow couloir which 
gives easy but not always safe access to the east 
ridge. It also gives access to that part of the south- 


southeast face which lies somewhat east of the sum- 


mit and which is no doubt much easier than the 
southwest face. 

Mr. Wates was the only one of our party who had 
ever been in the district and he had made at least 
three prior attempts to reach the summit of Geikie. 
Hiis earlier parties had first tried the snow couloir 
in the south-southeast face and the east ridge, but 
had given up this route and devoted their more re- 
cent efforts to the southwest face. My companions 
very kindly insisted on leaving the choice of the 
route in my hands and after a careful survey of the 
peak and with an eye to the strength of our party 
I decided that the aforesaid couloir and the east 
arete offered the easiest and most promising route. 

it is true that one of the buttresses on this ridge 
appeared impossible, but a ledge on the south face 
promised a means of circumventing the difficulty. 
This buttress is some 600 feet below the summit and 
easily seen from a small lake, the Blue Inkwell, on 
the east side of the south arete. 

Leaving the camp at 2:50 a. m., Wates, Geddes 
and myself traversed to the Blue Inkwell, reaching 
Same at 4:25 and the foot of the snow couloir at 
5:05. Following the snow as long as possible and 
at last taking to the very rotten rocks on the west, 
the east ridge was reached at 10:15. The rope 
was put on at 7:40 and retained for the rest of the 
climb. From the top of this couloir the east ridge 
rises in an unclimbable buttress Imt a steep rib 
descends from the summit of this buttress in a 
northerly direction and makes it possible to cir- 
cumvent the difficulty. 

This rib is but short and soon drops almost perpen- 
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dicularly into Tonquin Valley. Anxious to profit 
by his previous experience we questioned Mr. Wates 
as to the line followed by his earlier party, but he 
could not recollect the course taken and this part 
of the problem had to be solved afresh. An attempt 
to circle the north rib was at once frustrated, which 
called for a closer study of the obstacle. The foot of 
any part of the east face of this rib is easily accessible 
from the top of the couloir over horizontal ledges 
covered with debris. Near the northern end of 
the rib is a clearly visible sky-line cleft, from 
which descends a steep and difficult chimney. ~* 

The ascent was continued by an easy chimney im- 
mediately toe the north of the obviously difficult one 
and by a convenient tunnel-like cleft running south 
through the rib itself and parallel to it. A number 
of large stones wedged between the walls of this 
tunnel facilitate the ascent and the tunnel lands 
the climber into the sky-line cleft already referred 
to. It is now necessary to traverse along the ex- 
tremely steep west face of the north rib to a steep, 

’ snow-filled chimney, which leads to the summit of 
the rib. 

The rib is then followed until it rises very steeply 
and merges into the north face of the east ridge. 
At this point a traverse along the north face of the 
east ridge becomes necessary in order to reach a 
point from which the crest of this arete can be at- 
tained over steep snow slopes. This traverse in- 
cludes the climbing of a steep and very narrow crack, 
best accomplished by wedging stones into it at con- 
venient intervals. 

Following the crest of the east ridge without 
difficulty one soon comes in sight of the obviously 
difficult buttress previously referred to and char- 
acterized by black and wet rocks. Leaving the 
crest we took to easy ledges on the south side and 
thus readily turned the black rocks. The ledge 
which leads around the wet, black buttress itself is 
characterized by a very large rock of a bright red- 
yellow color which partly obstructs this ledge and 
has evidently broken away from the wall just 
above it.
